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DETAIL OFFICE ACTION 

1. Claims 1-21 are pending in the application. 

Election/Restriction 

2. Applicant's election with traverse of claims 1-17 in the communication with The Office 
on 6/23/2004 is acknowledged. 

Because Applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed error in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 
818.03(a)). Applicants have the right to file a divisional, continuation or continuation-in-part 
application covering the subject matter of the non-elected claims. 

The traversal is on the ground(s) that see the election paper. This is not found persuasive 
For the following reasons: 

A/ As the Examiner already pointed out in the previous Office Action there are two 
patentably distinct species in the invention. 

B/ Applicant's argument that the search is not a serious burden for the Office is also 
found not persuasive since a thorough search for very complex organic light emitting devices 
require that the Examiner has to go through about 75,000 Patents and Publication in the Office 
patent database alone, not counting Non-Patent literature and commercial databases. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL and therefore 
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Non-elected claims 18-21 will not be considered in the present Office Action. 

Specification 

3. The specification is objected to for the following informalities: 
There are inconsistencies for reference numeral 140: 

on paragraph [0039] line 4 reference numeral 140 is refer to as a hole blocking layer 
meanwhile on paragraph [0044] lines 1 reference numeral 140 is refer to as the Electron 
transport layer. 

Correction is required. 

4. The specification has been checked to the extent necessary to determine the presence 
of all possible minor errors. However, the applicant cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which the applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Claims Objections 

5. Claims 9-13 are objected to as being improper dependent claims since they fail to comply 
with 35 U.S. C. 112 fourth paragraph: 

in those claims Applicant recites this limitation: 

-" wherein the device emits with CIE x,y coordinates that vary less than about "-- 

to replace the following limitations of the main independent claim 1 : 
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--"wherein the device emits with CIE x,y-coordinates that vary less than about 0.04 over 
the luminance range of about 1000 cd/im. to about 20 000 cd/im."- 
the clear following example was given in the MPEP: 

— " Thus for Example, if claim 1 recites the combinations of element A, B, C, and D, a 
claim reciting the structure of claim 1 in which D was omitted or replaced by E would not be a 
proper dependent claim, even though it placed further limitations on the remaining elements or 
added still other element "-. 

Applicant is required to cancel the improper dependent claims 9-13. 
( please refer to MPEP section 608.01(n) on part H TREATMENT OF IMPROPER 
DEPENDENT CLAIM and part m INFRINGEMENT TEST as the reason why the 
cancellation of claims 9-13 is required.) 

6. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 18-21 
directed to inventions of non-elected claims or dependent of non-elected claims with traverse in 
the communication with the Office on 6/24/2004 and the requirement for cancellation of 
improper dependent claims 9-13 . Applicant is given TWO MONTH or SIXTY DAYS from 
the date of this letter, whichever is longer, to cancel the noted claims or take other appropriate 
action (37 CFR 1.144). 

Prosecution on the merits of this case is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 1935 CD. 1 1, 453 O.G. 213. except for consideration of the above matter.
